Zntareating tdentldc Sxperimanta 

Wltneased by French 

Savants. 

P.Tris.— Consul Uruuot, of St. EtI- 
enn» . writ' s that a group of savants 
of tbe Acailemie dea Sciences, Paris, 
very recently paid a visit to a fac- 
tory at Boulogne-aur-Selne to witneaa 
tbe manufacture for induatrial pur- 
poaen of enormoua quantitlea of oxy- 
gen and nitrogen, extracted In a liq- 
uid state frdiii the atmoapharie air. 

The consul says: 

'■('riorgf'.s Claude, the invntor of the 
interesting process, furnished the ex- 
planations. As the liquid oxygen 
flowed out from tbe generator It was 
of a bluiah hue, while the nitrogen 
waa colorleaa. Several experiments 
were made for tbe viaitora to t)rove 
tbe Importance of having an abunilant 
supply of oxyRcn at one's di^po.sal; a 
for^e set up in Ibf grounds showed 
the wonderfui effectH of the gas. The 
fire, which had almost died out, was 
Immediately rendered Incandescent by 
a current of hydroxide from the blow- 
pipe. A bar of iron waa brought to 
a red beat and then maltad like lead. 
Two piecea of Iron wara welded in a 
few nlautaa by the aid of a powerful 
llama from the blowpipe. Much cost- 
ly and tedious riveting will be no 
longer necessary; Iron will be welded 
against iron, copper apalnst lopper, 
etc The doctors already foresee the 
possible treatment with Ibjuid air of 
certain afTeclions of microbian origin, 
such aa osteomyelitia, anthrax ant^ the 
malignant dlaaaaa of tha akin termed 
lupus."
